S.O. 443(E)- —^Whereas a draft of the Banana Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1979, was published, as required by section 3 
of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 
(I of 1937), on page 1931 of the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 
3, sub-section (ii), dated the 30th Juno, 1979, under the noti¬ 
fication of the Government of India in the Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture and Irrigation (Department of Rural Development) No. 
S.O, 2241, dated the 11th Jut.e, 1979, inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby before 
the expiry of the period of forty five days from the date of 
publication of the said notification in the Official Gazette; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made 
available to the public on the 6th July, 1979; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been received 
from the public in respect of the said draft by the Central 
Government:

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 3 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely :— 

1. Short title, application and commencement :— 

(1) These rules may be called the Banana Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall apply to bananas produced in India. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 
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2. Definitions:—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires,— 

(1) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Ap.’i:?lrr- 
lural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India; 

(2) "Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these rules, 

3. Grade Designation;—Grade designations to indicate the 
quality of bananas shall be as set out in Column 1 of Schedule. 

4. Definition of quality:—The quality indicated by the 
respective grade designations shall he as set out; gainst each 
grade designation in columns 2 to 4 of Schedule 

5. Grade designation mark :—The Grade designation mark 

shall consist of e label specifying the grade designation and 
bearing a design (consisting of an outline map of India with 
the word “AGMARK” and the figure of the rising sun with the 
words “Produce of India" and "qlTpftit resembling 

the one as set out in Schedule II. 

6. Method of marking:—(1) The grade designation mark 
shall Ire securely affixed to each container in a manner approved 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser and shall clearly show 
the following particulars, namely :— 

(a) Grade designsiion; 

(b) Variety or trade name ; 

(c) Net weight; 

(d) Date of packing; 

(e) Name and address of authorised packer 

(2) An authorised packer may, after obtaining the prior 
approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, mark his 
private trade mark on a container in a manner approved by the 
said officer, provided that the private trade mark does not 
represent quality or grade of bananas different from that indi¬ 
cated in accordance with these rules- 

7. Method of packing:—(1) Only sound, clean and dry 
container made of different materials and dimensions or designs 
as approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser shall be used 
for packing and they shall be free from any insect infestation 
or fungus contamination and also free from any undesirable 
smefi. 

(2) The containers shah be securely closed and scaled in 
such a manner as may be approved by the Agriultural Marketing 
Adviser. 

(3) Each package shall contain bananas of one grade desig¬ 
nation only. 

8. Additional Conditions of Certificate of Authorisation :— 

In addition to the conditions specified in rulo 4 of the Generai 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1937, the authorised packer shall 
provide all facilities to the inspecting Officer duly authorised 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser in this behalf for samp¬ 
ling, testing and such other matterts as may be necessary.
